Gov t Creates Two New 
Information Agencies

Two new agencies for infor- 
mation and propaganda will 
come into being shortly with 
generous Government subsidies 
for their activities. 


The fiscal 1960 national budg- 
et passed yesterday earmarks 
¥64 million for assistance to the 
two groups named tentatively 
the International Situation Re- 
search Institute and the Japan 
News Co. 

They will begin operating by 
July at the latest as external 
agencies of the Cabinet Inves- 
tigation Office. 


The work of the research 
institute, which will be granted 
¥48 million, will be to classify 
and analyze information collect- 
ed by all government ministries 
and agencies for future refer- 
ence by Government leaders in 
judging world trends. 

The Japan News Co. will be 
given ¥18 million to collect in- 
formation from foreign news 


agencies, newspapers and other 
publications. The information 
will be classified and furnished 
to the Government but part of 
it will be available to the pub- 
lic upon request. 

Political observers predict. 
that the establishment of the 
two agencies is the first step 
toward setting up a comprehen- 
sive intelligence agency simi'ar 
to the U.S.’s Central Intelligence 
Agency. 

The Cabinet Investigation 
Office itself was organized in 
the face of strong opposition 
from various segments of 
the public, who argued it was 
a revival of the wartime Cabi- 
net Information Bureau. It was 
opened in 1954 toward the end 
of the Yoshida Administration.

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Virus Behind Leukemia, 
New Evidence Suggests 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. (UPI)— 
A scientist Wednesday revealed 
what he considered to be con- 
clusive proof that leukemia, a 
uniformly fatal blood cancer of 
human beings, is caused by a 
virus. 

His proof contained evidence 
that eventually it will be pos- 
sible to make a serum which 
could halt the disease and a 
vaccine which could prevent it. 

Part of the proof came from 
the body chemistry of prisoners 
of the Cook County (Chicago) 
Jail who volunteered to be 
guinea pigs. 

An extract made from the 
brains of persons who had died 
of leukemia was injected into 
their skin. They produced ef- 
fective antibodies, thus demon- 


strating, the researcher said, 
that the extract contained 
viruses. 


Dr. Steven O. Schwartz, the 
researcher, said present suffer- 


ers of the disease would not be 


helped by his findings. Serums | 
and vaccines are still far in the | 


future, he said.

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NEW YORK (UPI) — The 
trouble with photographers is 
that they simply refuse to be 
satisfied. 


With all the new films, cam- 
eras and gadgets that have come 
into use in the last year, picture 
takers might be expected to 
relax happily and settle down 
to making better pictures. 


Instead, they are brimming 
with desires for still better ways 
and means to turn out even 
better snapshots, news photos 
and salon prints. Some requests 
are for simple improvement in 
existing cameras or films; others 
range into fantasies that seem 
unlikely ever to become reality. 


A young amateur whose en- 
thusiasm has grown faster than 
his ability to find people to pose 
for him said he'd like just one 
new product—instant models! 


An expert news photographer 
wants an “instant” product, too. 
But he stands a chance of get- 
ting his—an electronic flash 
unit that can be fired again in- 
stantly and repeatedly, without 
waiting 10 seconds or so for an 
electric charge to build up after 
each shot. 


An almost infinite list of new 
or improved products could be 
compiled, but here are the ones 
most often mentioned in answer 
to a quick spot check among 
both amateurs and pros: 
Scratch-proof negatives. 

More sensitive film, especially 
faster color film that would take 
good color snapshots and movies 
in dim light. 

More sensitive light meters, to 
measure accurately just how lit- 
tle of that dim light there is. 
Present meters are least accu- 
rate in low-light’ situations 
where they are most needed. 
Easier loading of film In cam- 
eras. A simple plastic cartridge, 
easily inserted and removed 
with no need to rewind the ex- 
posed film or fiddle with gum- 
med tape stickers might be one 
solution. 

Built-in filters to eliminate the 
need for owning several sizes of 
filters to fit various lenses used 
on one camera. 

Automatic focusing (well, they 
invented radar, didn’t they?). 
Viewfinder and rangefinder 
eyepieces suitable for eyeglass 
wearers. 

“Zoom™" or variable focal 
length lenses that would cover 
a broader range, extending from 
extreme wide angle to extra- 
long telephoto. Professional 
news pho phers especially 
would like to see super-tele- 
photo zoom lenses, in, say, the

The chairman of this commission, Mr. Li Fu-chun, re- 
ported to the Congress on the draft 1960 national economic 


plan. 


In doing so he claimed that Communist China has 


reached the major targets of the second Five-Year Plan 


three years ahead of schedule. 


Among Mr. Li’s contentions 


was that during 1959 the gross industrial and agricultural 
output of the country was up 31.1 per cent on the previous 


year. His claim follows the 


common Communist prefer- 


ence for speaking in percentages instead of giving concrete 
figures, which makes it impossible to test the accuracy of 


this statement. 


The picturesque language frequently employed by the 
Chinese Reds was brought into play in the course of Mr. 
Li’s speech and he is reported to have ascribed the rapid 
success of the “Socialist planned economy” to “walking on 


two legs.” 


The “two legs” are apparently agriculture and 


industry, and Mr. Li declared that agriculture was the 
foundation and industry the leading factor of the national 
economy and their simultaneous development could ensure 
increasing both means of production and a rapid growth 


of consumer goods. 


Mr. Li painted a rosy picture of the Chinese countryside 
which is considerably different from what independent re- 
ports indicate. According to him, the “people’s communes” 
had further “aroused and organized” China’s 500 million 
peasants and agricultural production had continued to 
develop despite serious natural calamities during 1959 


which affected 30 per cent of 


the sown area. 


The system of the “people’s communes” has evidently 
come to stay, for Mr. Li Fu-chun declared that the technical 


transformation of agriculture 


must be pushed forward to 


raise labor productivity “at the same time as the advan- 
tages of the people’s communes are further brought into 
lay ? 


Actually, of course, the “people's communes” are used 
by the Communist authorities to marshal agricultural labor 
just where it is wanted, regardless of individual people’s 


feelings.

While large claims are made for agriculture, what about 


the other “leg’”—industry? 


It seems that the Peiping 


regime is still obsessed with the idea of rivaling, and even 
surpassing Britain—perhaps regarded as an easier target 


than the United States. 


After describing the Communist 


methods of stimulating industry, Mr. Li declares that, in 
this way, “it will be possible to catch up and outstrip Brit- 
ain in the output of major industrial products in less than 


10 years.” 


The session of Congress was notable from several points 

‘of view apart from claims of great economic progress. Mr. 
Mao Tse-tung, who holds today no formal state or govern- 
ment office, and who had been away from Peiping for the 
past five months, made a new public appearance and re- 


ceived an ovation. 


Although Red China’s system of government is such 
that it is difficult to fix actual responsibility for any de- 
cision on any particular individual, it seems certain that 
Mr. Mao remains the real head in directing the regime’s 
policies, and it is believed that it is he, rather than any

WASHINGTON—Some chilling

Red China never 
liked the political asylum given 
to the Dalai Lama by the In- 
dian Government. 

On the other hand, though the 
Socialist revolution is in full 
blast in Tibet today, Dalai 
Lama’s presence in Lhasa as a 
collaborator would further im- 
mensely facilitate the Commu- 
nist program. Censequently, 
Chou En-lai may give Jawahar- 
lal Nehru the following choices: 

Facilitate His Holiness’ re- 
turn to Lhasa. 

Let him get out of India. 

Further restrict his political 
activities including frequent 
political statements given to 
the press, if he continues to 
stay in India. 

It is significant that just in 
this juncture the Indian Govern- 
ment announced the scheduled 
removal of the spiritual leader 
of the Tibetans from Musoorie 
to a “better and permanent” 
place in India, Punjab. Mean- 
while the Dalai in a further 
statement announced his opin- 
ion that Ladakh “is Indian 
territory.” That shows the 
Tibetan god-king politically is 
still fully anti-Communist and

Fishery Talks 


The Soviet proposal March 26 
to further limit the fishing area 
and expand the present restrict- 
ed area covered in the fishery 
treaty between the two coun- 
tries is a manifestation of the 
true Russian intention to crack 
down on the Japanese fishing 
industry. Introducing the pro- 
posal unaccompanied by any 
evidence and with no considera- 
tion for .the Japanese delegation, 
the Russians have only their 
insistent demands to cut down 
Japanese fishing quota to fall 
back on as a sgufficient reason 
for the proposal. They quite evi- 
dently jgnored the basic reason 
for the conference which is the 
setting up of fishing areas based 
on scientific evidence and find- 
ings.

propaganda material by 
Peiping’s Official mass com- 
munication media—probably 
in a gesture to demonstrate 
how amiable and peaceful the 
Red China of 1960 has become. 

Ever since the officially an- 
nounced Russian “neutrality” in 
the Sino-Indian dispute, Chou 
En-lai has been trying to stoop 
to talk it over with Nehru since 
last November. But Nehru 
refused, insisting that with their 
troops in “our territory there 
is nothing to talk about.” Mean- 
while, diplomatic circles in 
Hongkong know well that Mos- 
cow had sufficiently expressed 
its displeasure to Peiping and 
Premier Nikita S. Khrushchev's 
pompous trip through India to 
Indonesia further demonstrated 
Russia’s attitude. 

The most concrete demonstra- 
tion to India on Red China's 
own part was the new frontier 
and nonaggression treaties with 
Burma. As a matter of fact the 
five or 10 “principles of co- 
existence” has become again 
Peiping’s frequent diplomatic 
language as if the Sino-Indian 
border thunderstorms had never 
happened,

Khrush- 
chev can talk just as he pleases, 
heedless of the long tradition of 
reasonable conduct that ~ will 
limit the Western leaders from 
first to last.

Selassie’s Ideal for Africa

ADDIS ABABA (UPI)—Until 
the whole continent of Africa 
is free, no country in Africa 
can regard its liberty as safe, 
Emperor Haile Selassie of 
Ethiopia, ruler of Africa's old- 
est independent’ state, de- 
clared here in an exclusive in- 
terview. 

Haile Selassie said that he 
was watching the forthcoming 
summit conference with great 
interest because he believes the 
fate of small countries is tied 
up with the decisions of the 
Great Powers. 

Haile Selassie at 68, and af- 
ter a reign lasting from 1916, 
looks as vigorous today as 
when he gained world sympa- 
thy by fighting Mussolini's in- 
vasion of his country in 1955. 

The Emperor said that he 
believed a federation of African 
states was an ideal to strive for 
but, he warned, “We believe 
that those new states that have 
already gained their independ- 
ence should follow the maxim 
that liberty, like charity, be- 
gins at home. 

“They must assure their na- 
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lack of natural resources. 
Such countries could only 
achieve real sovereignty 


tional livelihood and their in- 
ner stability before thinking of 
surrendering a part of their 
sovereignty for a general feder- 
ation.” 

But the Emperor said there 
are parts of Africa which can- 
not achieve real independence 
on their own, because of their 


through some form of regional 
federation. 

The Emperor added: “The 
essential principle to be fol- 
lowed is always freedom and 
progress. In the main, it is to 
be assured by independent sov- 
ereign states, sometimes also 
through regional federations. 

“A federation of all Africa 
would, at this time, appear to 
be neither possible nor capable 
of advancing those ideals.” 

Asked how he viewed the 
struggle between East and 
West for influence in Africa, 
the Emperor said he deplored 
any struggle, except for liberty 
and the rights and progress of 
others. 

“The essential principle for 
African peoples is to avoid of- 
fers of aid that could+- compro- 
mise their dearly-won independ- 
ence or freedom of action,” he 
said. 

“To the extent that they can 
wisely accept aid without com- 
promise, such aid is obviously 
of benefit.” 

But the Emperor warned: 
“Assistance which comes to 
them less out of friendship 
than from a desire to advance 
political objectives in an East- 
West rivalry can only be to the 
detriment of African states.” 

The Empcror said he had 
found people of both East and 
West eager for peace and he 
hoped the forthcoming summit 
meeting would produce prog- 
ress in this direction. 

The Emperor criticized the 
United States and other West- 
ern Powers for “equivocal atti- 
tudes” toward Africa, resulting 


from “hesitancy in moving 
with the times” and “lack of 
comprehension” of African 


ideals. 

He said Western leaders tend 
to underestimate “the devotion 
of the African peoples to inde- 
pendence and freedom from for- 
eign intervention.” 

The Emperor added:' “With 
clearer concepts on the part of 
others and a closer identifica- 
tion with the ideals for which 
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Africa is struggling, warmer 
sympéthies and deeper and 
more rewarding collaboration 


can be achieved,” 
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
